FRIVOLOUS  AND  VEXATIOUS  LEGISLATION. 

The  Comoiittee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Drunkenness  of  the 
Dttion  have  made  so  foolish  a  report,  that  a  third  of  the  House 
voted  against  printing  it.  According  to  the  representation  of  Mr 
Hawes,  they  contemplated  the  prohibition  of  the  importation  and  dis« 
tillation  of  spirits,  and  they  discussed  the  expediency  of  forbidding  the 
brewing  of  beer  above  a  certain  strength.  Mr  Buckingham  having 
(very  intemperately  for  the  member  of  such  a  Committee)  impugned 
the  truth  of  Mr  Hawes’s  statement  of  the  matter  in  the  reiiort, 
averring  that 

Non- importation  and  non -distillation  were  only  spoken  of  hypotheti¬ 
cally  RS  a  possible  result  with  the  progress  of  knowledge  and  the  increase 
of  morality,  when  the  people  at  large  should  become  convinced  of  tlic 
evil  of  ardent  spirits. 

Mr  O* Dwyer  moved  that  the  part  of  the  report,  headed  **  Ultimate 
and  prospective  remedies,'*  be  read  by  the  clerk. 

It  was  read  accordingly,  and  bore  out  the  representation  of  it  made  by 
Mr  Hawes  as  to  the  non-importation  and  non -distillation  of  spirits, 
excepting  for  medicinal  purposes,  so  that  they  might  in  time  be  confined 
to  the  shops  of  eheintsts  and  apothecaries.  * 

The  fact  is,  that  this  is  another  manifestation  of  the  Agnew 
spirit.  The  precious  Sir  Andrew  was  upon  the  Committee,  and 
Mr  Buckingham  having  for  some  time  past  been  obviously  a  can¬ 
didate  for  honours  of  sainUhip,  sat  at  the  feet  of  the  spiritual 
Quixote.  When  other  means  of  rising  into  importance  fail,  these 
are  the  quackeries  which  serve  in  an  age  of  Cant : — **  What  a  good 
man  Mr  ■  ■■  ■  is !  he  would  put  a  stop  to  that  horrid  drunkenness.’ 
**  What  a  good  man  Mr - is  !  he  would  put  a  stop  to  that  bar¬ 
barous  duelling.”  “  What  a  good  man  Mr  . —  is !  he  would  put 

a  stop  to  that  filthy  smoking.”  What  a  good  man  Alderman - 

is!  he  would  put  a  stop  to  omnibuses  and  great  broad-wheel  wag¬ 
gons.”  “  What  a  good  man  Mr - is  !  he  would  put  a  stop  to 

the  eating  of  unripe  plums  and  the  swallowing  of  cherry-stones  !” 
There  are  a  thousand  things  which  it  would  be  most  desirable  to 
“  put  a  stop  to,”  if  the  balance  of  evil  did  not  lie  on  the  side  of  the 
attempt  at  prevention.  It  needs  no  ghost  to  tell  us  that  all  excesses 
are  bad,  but  are  the  uses  to  be  abolished  because  they  may  exceed 
temperance?  The  poor  labourers  drink  too  much — a  law  then 
against  liquor.  ‘The  rich  citizen  eats  too  much — a  law  then  against 
turtle  and  venison,  prohibit  made  dishes,  allow  no  drawn  gravies, 
forbid  soups,  and  let  not  mutton  broth  exceed  a  certain 
strength.  Look  at  the  gouty  legs,  the  bloated  faces,  and  red  no-ses 
about  the  town.  See  the  number  of  Clubs ;  smell  the  steams  of  the 
kitchens;  observe  the  deaths  by  apoplexy — assume  an  increase  of 
gormandizing,  and  appoint  a  Committee  to  inquire  into  it.  Why 
does  not  the  world  dine  on  a  mutton-chop  ?  Nature  requires  no 
more.  Make  it  penal  to  put  more  than  one  sort  of  meat  on  the 
tsdiie.  Enact  tbit  at  Clubs  the  viands  shall  not  be  eaten  on  the 
premises,  for  when  men  dine  together  they  indulge  more  freely  in 
eating  and  drinking.  Limit  the  breeding  of  sheep  and  oxen,  so  as 
to  fix  the  supply  proportionately  to  the  absolute  wants,  and  short 
of  the  excesses  of  luxury.  Let  chickens  be  only  sold  by  the 
Apothecaries  to  sick  people.  Teach  children  to  abhor  fiastry  and 
desserts.  Impose  heavy  penalties  on  any  nobleman,  gentleman, 
merchant,  or  other,  who  is  detected  with  a  full  stomach.  Any 
mao  who  cannot,  walk  lightly  and  actively  after  dinner  must  be 


punished.  Any  sign  of  heaviness  should,  like  the  stammering  of 
reeling  of  the  toper,  warrant  the  imposition  of  a  penalty. 

But  it  may  be  said  gonnandizing  is  not  attended  with  the  ill 
consequences  of  drinking,  yet  it  has  its  mischiefs ;  for  some  men  cat 
away  large  estates  as  others  drink  away  small  earnings;  and  fur« 
thcr,  we  see  in  Acts  of  Parliament  the  vexations  which  pudding¬ 
headed  men  inflict  aRcr  dinner.  In  all  the  meddling  it  is  easy  to 
trace  the  class  which  legislates.  If  laws  were  made  hy  the  poor, 
we  should  have  committees  sitting  to  inquire  into  the  increase  of 
gallantry  and  gaming,  and  all  the  profligacies  of  fashion. 

However  desirable  it  may  be  that  there  should  be  less  intoxica¬ 
tion,  we  believe  that,  on  the  whole,  the  vice  is  on  the  decline,  and 
that  the  people  are  liecomin^f  ‘more  sober,  in  exact  proportion  to 
their  advances  in  civilization.  Mr  Place,  than  whom  there  is  no 
man  better  acquainted  with  the  habitn  and  condition,  past  and  pre¬ 
sent,  of  the  working  classes,  says,  in  his  instructive  tract  (published 
by  Fox) — 


Drunkenness  is  no  longer  the  prevailing  and  eons)>icuous  vice  among 
workmen.  The  very  meanest  and  least  intbimed  being  much  more  sibber 
as  a  class,  much  more  orderly  and  decent,  tuid  much  more  cleanly  in 
tticir  persons,  than  were  those  who,  in  former  times,  were  fur  al>ove  them 
in  respect  to  the  amount  of  wages  they  received ;  whilst  the  most  skilled 
and  best  paid  arc,  as  classes  more  sober,  more  moral,  and  l>ettcr  informed 
than  were  the  gcneialily  of  their  employers  at  the  time  alluded  to.

We  see  with  great  satisfaction  that  Lord  John  Uusscli,  having 
referred  to  a  passage  in  the  report,  in  which  the  Coininittcc  ex¬ 
pressed  their  hope  that  in  the  next  session  of  Parliament  his 
Majesty’s  Ministers  would  introduce  some  general  and  comprehen¬ 
sive  measure  on  the  subject,  stated  that,  for  himself,  he  would  l)e 
no  party  to  any  such  understanding. 

The  meddling  spirit  of  tlie  Committee  upon  Drunkenness  is  thfl 
same  that  we  trace  in  such  projects  for  vexatious  legislation  ns  the 
bills  for  imbittcring  the  Sabbath,  and  for  making  it  impossible  fbr 
any  one  to  undertake  the  driving  of  cabs,  omnibuses,  and  waggons 
through  the  streets  of  Loudon.  \Vc  have  now  a  specimen  before  us  of 
what  the  busy-bodies,  the  Marplots  of  the  Legislature,  are  capable  of 
proposing.  In  the  Bill,  at  ametuied  by  the  Committee^  for  the  regula¬ 
tion  of  IJaclNiey  Carriages  (which  is  only  postponed,  and  wnl  b0 
pushed  on  next  session)  nt  is  enacted  that  if,  after  commencing  a 
journey,  the  carriage  shall  be  driven  at  a  slower  pace  than  five 
miles  in  un  hour,  the  driver  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  any 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  shillings,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  apy 
passenger  to  quit  such  carriage  without  flaying  any  fare. 

The  sages  who  proposed  this  enactineut  innst  suppose  that  every 
one  is  n  competent  judge  of  the  rate  at  which  a  carriage  is  proceed¬ 
ing,  and  able  to  distinguish  to  a  second  or  a  yard  whether  the  vehi¬ 
cle  is  hitting  the  prescribed  speed  or  falling  short  of  it;  though  so 
far  is  this  critical  calculation  of  speed  from  being  common,  that  at 
a  lute  inquest  upon  the  death  of  a  gentleman  by  the  upsetting  of  a 
Brighton  coach,  witnesses  descril^d  the  horses  ns  running  aunty 
at  the  rate,  as  they  saiti,  of  seven  or  eight  miles  an  hour.  Imagine, 
then,  the  torments  of  a  driver  subject  to  all  the  erroneous  estimutea 
of  impatience  !—**  Stop  the  omnibus,  and  let  me  out,  you  arc  not 
going  five  miles  an  hour.”  How  lucrative,  too,  will  be  the  business, 
when  the  passenger  upon  getting  out  has  only  to  answer  the  de¬ 
mand  for  the  fare  by  saying — “  1  shall  not  pay  you  a  farthing.  You 
drove  such  and  such  a  distance  at  less  than  the  rate  of  five  milef 
an  hour.”  In  the  same  beautiful  specimen  of  busylxidy  legislacioi/, 
penalties  arc  imposed  on  the  drivers  of  waggons  the  wheels  of 
which  are  more  tliaii  fourteen  inches  distant  from  the  curb  stone 
cxccjit  in  passing  any  other  waggon,  and  they  may  not  pass  any  but 
waggons,  and  must  stop  for  carriages  till  they  move  olf;  for  loss  of 
time  is  treated  as  of  no  moment  to  the  business  in  which  waggons 
arc  concerned  by  the  framers  of  this  hill.  Conceive  the  consum¬ 
mate  artist,  the  nice  measurer  of  inch  mid  barleycorn  distances, 
who  could  keep  his  waggon  wheels  invariably  within  the  fixed  dis¬ 
tance,  and  the  act  allows  nothing  for  jolts  or  turning  corners; 
indeed  we  do  not  suppose  that  a  waggon  could  turn  a  Corner  after 
the  passing  of  this  act,  for  the  sween  could  hardly  be  made  within 
the  distance.  This  difficulty  is,  nowever,  very  likely  to  escape 
legislators,  to  whom  turning  is  os  easy  nSs  it  is  to  tetotums.  But 
who  would  venture  to  drive  a  waggon  after  such  a  bill  liecume  law? 
What  rare  cjualitics  would  be  reiiuisitc  in  the  waggoner ;  wliat  ikill 
in  mciiKurution ;  what  comprehensive  view,  taking  in  what  U  before  and 
the  bearings  and  distance  of  the  footpath  behind  ;  what  a  correct  and 
accurately  judging  eye,  what  a  fixedness  of  attention,  ever  watching 
the  line  of  the  curb  stone,  and  measuring  the  fourteen  inches  within 
which,  and  not  a  hair’s  breadth  without,  the  broad  wheel  is  to  turn 
according  to  law ;  and  what  paragons  of  horses  must  be  in  his  team,  for 
a  start,  a  stumble,  the  deviation  of  a  shy  would  carry  the  wa^oa 
out  of  the  rule  of  law  and  subject  the  unhappy  man  to  penalties. 
To  keep  the  line  in  any  walk  of  life  is  a  worli  of  some  merit,  byt 
what  would  it  be  in  waggon-driving  by  act  of  Purliamaut  ?  Whga 
we  see  such  projects  of  law  must  we  not  feel  that  B^ltamites  hnvo 
reason  to  complain  of  partiality,  aii4  that  in  their  IlyuM  acto  are 
restrained  of  no  more  insanity  than  those  which  are  eriginjilB^  in 
!  another  over  the  water?

Keep  probability  in  riew. 

The  Report  states  that  the  vice  of  intoxication  has  been  for 
some  years  on  the  decline  in  the  higher  and  middle  classes,  but  has 
increased  within  the  same  period  among  the  labouring  classes. 

It  then  proceeds  to  trace  the  remote  causes  of  the  intemperance 
which  still  prevails,  and  it  discovers  them  in  the  influence  of  the 
past  example  set  by  the  upper  classes,  and  whicli  is  doubtless  em¬ 
bodied  and  conserved  in  the  saying,  “  Drunk  as  a  Lord  ;**  and  the 
Committee  would  pretty  clearly  bring  legislation  to  bear  on  the 
courtesies  of  the  dinner-table,  and  make  it  penal  to  propose  a  glass 
of  wine,  for  they  complain  of 

Many  customs  and  courtesies  still  retained  from  a  remote  ancestry, 
of  mingling  the  gift  or  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  with  almost  every 
important  event  in  life,  such  as  the  celebration  of  baptisms,  marriages, 
and  funerals,  anniversaries,  holidays,  and  festivities,  as  well  as  in  the 
daily  interchange  of  convivial  entertainments,  and  even  in  the  commer¬ 
cial  transactions  of  purchase  and  sale. 

We  arc  only  surprised  that  the  Sacrament  lias  not  been  included 
in  the  instances,  together  with  baptisms,  marriages,  and  funerals, 
and  that  the  divine  wisdom  has  not  been  arraigned  of  ordering  wine 
to  be  received  in  commemoration. 

The  Report  then  carries  its  inquiry  into  the  immediate  causes 
of  the  extension  of  intoxication,  and  finds  them  in  the  cheapness 
of  the  liquor,  and  the  numerous  places  at  which  it  is  sold,  which,  in 
aoiue  districts,  it  rates  as  one  to  every  twenty  families. 

It  then  recites  the  consequences  of  drunkenness,  and,  frightful  as 
the  description  is,  some  comfort  is  to  be  extracted  from  the  very 
horrors,  ina.smiich  as,  admitting  that  such  arc  the  comsequcnccs,  it 
is  only  necessary  to  look  round  us,  and  to  see  that  they  do  not 
abound,  and  consequently,  that  the  vice  cannot  have  extended  as 
alleged,  for  the  features  of  it  arc  not  to  be  recognized  as  the  com¬ 
mon  features  of  our  populace.  For  example — wc  are  told  that 
intoxication  has  much  increased  among  the  working  classes,  and 
that  the  effect  of  it  is  “  the  extinction  of  the  disposition  for  prac¬ 
tising  any  useful  art  or  industrious  occupation.’*  The  answer  is : 
Circumspice — look  around  and  see  whether,  among  the  working 
classes,  in  the  bee-hives  of  Great  Britain,  the  disposition  for  prac¬ 
tising  any  useful  art  or  industrious  occupation  is  extinct. 

Next  we  arc  told  of  the  derangement,  imperfection,  and  destnic- 
tion,  in  every  agricultural  and  manufucturing  process,  occasioned 
by  iiueniperance,  and  consequent  unskilful  ness  ;  but  when  the  degree 
of  perfection  in  our  agriculture  and  manufactures  is  conifiarcd  with 
that  of  other  nations,  would  it  appear  that  our  workmen  were  the 
most  inefficient  iii  the  world,  us  it  is  said  they  must  be  from  their  ex¬ 
cessive  intemperance  ?  Docs  the  effect  witnessed  in  the  productions 
of  the  country,  correspond  with  the  effect  described  upon  the  skill 
and  industry  of  the  producers  ?  Admiting  that  such  habits  of  intoxi¬ 
cation  as  are  imputed  to  the  populace  would  derange  and  blemish 
every  work  of  their  hands,  yet,  seeing  the  work  of  their  hands  and 
its  superiority,  is  it  not  clear  that  the  habits  must,  to  a  very  con¬ 
siderable  extent,  be  falsely  cliarged  ? 

We  are  next  told  of  losses  of  property  by  sea  and  land,  by 
wreck  and  fire,  referable  to  drunkenness.  Are  the  losses  more  in 
proportion  than  the  losses  of  other  and  sober  nations  ? 

The  next  count  is  the  inefficiency  of  the  Army  and  Navy.  Yet 
our  Navy,  with  its  grog,  won  the  buttle  of  Trafalgar;  and  our  Army, 
though  not  water-drinkers,  triumphed  at  Waterloo. 

Further,  the  Report  asserts  the  diminution  of  the  physical  power 
and  longevity  of  a  large  portion  of  the  British  population,  the  loss 
of  personal  beauty,  the  decline  of  health,  and  ilie  decay  of  the 
bodily  and  mental  powers  ;  and  it  is  added,  that  the  babes  and 
sucklings  imbibe  gin  at  the  breast,  or  a  sort  of  milk  punch,  and 
never  lose  their  taste  for  it.  Again  wc  say — Circumspice,  Is  the 
English  nation  weakly,  short-lived,  ugly,  sickly,  imbecile  in  short 
in  mind  and  ho<ly — and  is  there  commonly  a  gin-tap  at  every 
mother’s  breast  ?  The  average  duration  of  life  is  notoriously 
greater  than  in  former  times,  and  a  most  grievous  disease  of  intem¬ 
perance  has  become  rarer. 

Then  wc  arc  informed  of  the  retardation  of  all  improvement, 
inventive  or  industrial,  civil  or  political ;  and  is  this  the  character 
of  our  age — or,  if  there  be  n  retardation  of  improvement,  is  it  by  a 
gin-drinking  Populace  or  a  clurct-drinking  Peerage  ? 

The  exaggeration  of  these  statements  is  obvious ;  and  the  cause, 
the  extent  of  drunkenness,  is  overstated  in  precisely  the  same 
proportion  as  the  eliects.  Yet  wc  heartily  wish  there  were  less  of 
the  vice;  for  though  the  people  are,  notwithstanding  their bibacious 
propensities,  sufficiently  skilled  in  arts,  and  expert  in  agriculture 
and  luunufactures,  and  not  absolutely  ephemeral  in  point  of  life,  nor  j 
void  of  bodily  vigour — yet  they  would  be  better  and  more  capable, 
mure  happy  and  more  prosperous,  were  their  habits  more  temperate; 
but  they  will  never  be  improved  in  sobriety  by  representations  of 
an  amount  and  effects  of  intoxication  which  they  know  to  be  false. 
Tell  them  that  they  are  incapable,  inefficient,  inexpert,  imbecile  in 
body  and  mind,  because  of  tbeir  drink  ;  and  their  knowledge  of  their 
own  state  end  capabilities  instructs  them  that  you  are  staling  what 
is  false,  and  tliev  susiiect  ill-will  or  sinister  pur|)ose,  and  treat  as 
vrorthless  all  advice  and  recouimendutlons  proceeding  from  such  a 
oource.  These  exaggerations  thus  defeat  the  object.  The  only 
floasible  part  of  the  rc|>oit  is  that  which  recommends  the  reduction 
of  duties  on  gentle,  uiiintoxicating  stimulants— such  as  tea  and 
eotfec ;  and  the  promotion  of  the  harmless,  or  rather  the  human- 
i||i^  amusements — those  of  gardens,  reading-rooms,  and  exhibiiioos 
curiositiee  of  nature  and  art. 


WARWICK  AND  LORD  BNOUOHm 

W.e  oertaiuly  didnotoH>ect  the  Bill  for  the  correction  „r  .c 
Warwick  corruption  to  pass  the  House  of  Peem,  but  as  i:.u  !.• 

we  expect  the  motion  for  its  rejection  to  proceed  frrl  t 
Brougham.  It  is  hard  thus  to  take  the  work  out  of  thiT 
Lords  Londonderry,  Winchilsea,  Wynford,  and  the  like^^"V^ 
Chancellor,  however,  is  too  fond  of  surprising  the  world  to*hp 
nice  about  the  manner.  Coveting  the  reputation  of  bein^ 
thing  of  everything,  he  would  perhaps  appear  something  of  aT"®’ 
or  an  anti-reformer;  about  which  there  is  ^  air  of^n  / 
modishness,  of  which  he  may,  just  at  this  moment,  be  ambitious^^  1?^ 
delights  in  playing  many  parts— “  does  everything  in  turns  ® 
thing  long;”— for  ourselves,  if  we  heard  that  he  was  daicina^lT 
slack-rope  or  riding  Ducrow’s  horses  at  Astley’s,  it  would  not 
in  us  the  slightest  astonishment,  and  we  should  only  not  tliinL 
worth  while  to  witness  the  exhibition,  having  seen  others 
stranger  character.  Indeed,  nothing  can  surprise  us  in  Lord  Brou  * 
ham  but  consistency. 

If  the  justice  of  Parliament  cannot  deal  with  so  flagrant  a  case 
as  that  of  Warwick,  it  must  be  quite  clear  that  bribery  and  intimi 
dation  can  only  be  restrained  by  the  Ballot.  The  Lords  can 
always  insist  upon  an  extent  of  proof  beyond  practicability.  Some 
twenty  or  thirty  cases  will  not  convince  them  ;  they  will  not  see  in 
them  examples  of  the  gross  system  employed,  and  conceive  the 
expense,  the  waste  of  tinie,  and  labour,  and  patience,  and  the  course 
of  proceeding,  incompatible  with  the  limits  of  human  life,  since  the 
days  of  Methuselah,  for  proving  some  hundreds  of  such  cases  if 
nothing  less  will  satisfy  their  Lordships.  No  one  can  read  the 
report  of  the  evidence  taken  by  the  VVarwick  Committee,  without 
seeing  that  the  borough  is  completelv  fand  qow  inextricably)  in 
the  grasp  of  the  Earl,  and  that  the  foul  influences,  intimidation 
especially,  have  the  freest  exercise.  In  cases  of  this  kind  we  raayjudge 
very  safely  ejt  pede — from  what  is  proved  in  a  matter  most  diflicult 
of  proof,  we  may  infer  that  many  more  offences  have  been  committed 
which  escape  legal  detection.  Upon  the  opening  of  a  sewer,  the  nature 
of  the  stream  may  be  very  clearly  seen  and  smelt ;  but  Lords,  if  they 
had  an  interc.st  in  that  kind  of  corruption,  might  say,  ”  W.liat  does 
this  specimen  prove,  this  is  but  a  part,  and  a  small  part,  and  are  we 
to  decide  that  the  sub-ways  do  not  flow  with  milk  and  hoaey, 
because  this  small  portion  of  abomination  is  exhibited  ?  No,  we 
must  test  every  drop  that  runs  through  Fleet  ditch  before  we  come 
to  any  conclusion  against  the  purity  of  its  streams.” 

The  same  Lords,  however,  when  they  take  aw'ay  the  constitutional 
rights  and  securities  of  a  nation,  are  not  observed  to  insist  so  scru¬ 
pulously  on  evidence.  Though  they  cannot  condemn  a  borough 
without  the  fullest  evidence  of  delinquency,  they  will  assume  a  case 
against  a  people  without  a  particle  of  proof,  and  relying  upon  news¬ 
paper  report,  and  the  vague  impre.ssion  that  goes  by  the ‘name  of 
notoriety.  But  Ireland  is  .not  so  fortunate  as  Warwick,  and  the 
disfranchisement  of  a  borough  is  a  thing  requiring  more  care  and 
caution  than  the  suspension  of  the  liberties  of  a  nation.  If  War¬ 
wick  had  an  O’Connell  instead  of  a  Lord,  how  clear  would  have 
been  the  case ! 

A  summary  of  the  evidence  on  the  Warrick  Bill  has  been  pub¬ 
lished,  which  we  recommend  to  the  attention  of  all  persons  intc. 
rested  in  the  purity  of  representation.  With  respect  to  false  rating, 
the  document  states  : — 

All  this  department  of  the  Commons’  Inquiry  was  rejected,  their  lordship* 
adjudging  that  it  was  not  within  the  prearoole  of  “corrupt  practices  .  If  an

what  con  be  dciiurainated  corruption  ? 

Also  as  to  the  riots  and  the  interference  of  the  Earl.

In  substance  it  has  been  proved  1^  Mr  Tibbitts’s  admittim 
funds,  transferred  to  his  name  oy  Lord  Warwick,  that  3,IU0t  had  been  expew^ 
on  the  election  on  behalf  of  Sir  Charles  Greville ;  600/.  in  ribbons  and  ara^»T  * 
and  that  6,000/.  (600/.  thereof  having  been  paid  by  Tibbitts)  was  expen^^ 
eome  one  in  treating ;  a  gross  outlay  by  some  persons  in  the  interest 
Charles  Greville  in  orihery  and  treating,  of  8,6(H)/.  besides  o^e*’  «*pen^ 
traced,  and  the  legal  expenses  of  the  returning  officer.  This  wm  e 

undouDted  fact,  that  the  polling  of  700  electors  of  Warwick  in  the 
Sir  Charles  Greville  cost  the  Orange  party  (of  whatever  la 

offor  the  rate  of  12/.  per  vote ;  and  deductmg  Uie  more  respectable  elec 
that  interest  not  partaking  of  it,  after  the  rate  of  20/.  per  vote.  lAhski* 

No  further  commentary  is  necessary.  Whether  the  constitue^ 
tants  of  Warwick  are  to  be  left  a  prey  to  th^  debeucberies  Ma  ^  ^ 
divisions,  or  the  remedy  vouchsafed  them  by  an  increase  qf 
the  addition  of  the  adjacent  town  of  Leamington,  or  of  some  other  r 
measure  next  session,  remains  with  the  Commons.  __

^l^«Moin^n  possesses  850  ten-pound  householders,  and  upwards  of  sixty 
Dound  nouses  are  stated  to  be^  now  building^.  To  prove  the  respectable 
*Wacter  of  the  prppctficd  annexation,  there  are  340  persons  rated  under  lOf. 

Nor  can  it  he  ar^cd  that  such  an  addition  would  eventually  di- 
the  county  reg^ister,  as  the  rapid  increase  of  Leaminn^on  would  in  less 
tire  years  add  as  many  qualifications  to  the  county  constituency  as  the 
afl^xatkm  to  Warwick  would  now  subtract. 

N'otwithstanding  the  opinion  and  recommendation  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  the  Commons  very  properly  resolved  to  suspend  the 
issue  of  the  writ  to  Warwick  till  February  20,  1835. 


The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  case  of  Mr  D.  W.  Harvey 
will  of  necessity  create  further  enquiry  into  the  constitution  and 
powers  of  the  several  Inns  of  Court.  Bodies — claiming  so  large  an 
authority  as  the  admission  of  men  to,  or  exclusion  from,  a  profession 
which,  independently  of  its  great  profit,  is  the  road,  and  only  road, 
to  some  of  the  highest  offices  in  tlie  Slate — cannot  be  permitted  to 
remain  on  the  footing, of  mere  voluntary  societies,  having  a  right, 
like  any  Club  in  St  James’s  street,  to  elect  or  reject  whomsoever 
they  may  please  without  control,  and  liable  only  to  a  constructive 
aiul  very  insufficient  control  as  to  the  acquired  rights  of  those  who 
are  actually  admitted  as  members.  Like  most  of  our  close  corpora* 
tions,  these  learned  societies  are  governed  by  a  self-elected  body 
called  the  Benchers — consisting,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  King’s 
Counsel,*  who  are  called  honoris  enusd,  and  a  very  few  less-distin* 
guished  Barristers,  who,  by  a  long  seniority,  had  survived  to  the 
head  of  the  list ;  but  in  neither  case  is  the  right  absolute.  Persons 
holding  much  higher  office  than  that  of  King’s  Counsel  have  been 
excluded  ;  while  others,  whose  pretensions,  on  forensic  grounds, 
are  at  least  disputable,  have  been  admitted.  The  practising  King’s 
Counsel  may,  however,  be  considered  as  the  really  influential  body; 
and  it,  therefore,  becomes  a  serious  question,  whether  a  body 
created  by  the  will,  and  so  subject  to  the  influence,  of  the  Crown 
should  retain  their  f)rcsent  powers.  Lord  Eldon  declared  that  the 
silk  gown  was  not  demaiulable  as  of  right;  and,  though  he  made  a 
few  King’s  Counsel  from  the  Opposition,  they  were  generally  made 
late,  and  long  after  others  w'hosc  “  mediocrity  and  subserviency  ” 
had  reconimciulcd  them  to  his  earlier  attention. 

The  remedy  which  occurs  to  us  is,  the  formation  of  one  governing 
body  for  the  whole  profession  ;  assimilating  the  four  Inns  of  Court, 
and  Serjeant’s  Inn,  to  Colleges — forming  together  a  Legal  Uni- 
versity,f  the  Senate  of  wliicli  would  confer  degrees.  Thus  we 
should  have  more  publicity,  and  assurance  of  justice,  tbuD  can  be 
afforded  in  the  liack  parlours  of  Lincoln’s  Inn  or  the  Temple.  This 
being  done,  the  better  election  of  Benchers  (answering  to  Fellows 
of  Colleges)  would  be  readily  arranged ;  and,  the  evil  influences 
being  guarded  against,  wc  should  not  again  have  occasion  to  trouble 
a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  ou  the  subject  of  calls  to

Their  Lord^^^ips,  who  have  given  such  striking  proofs  of  their 
desire  to  assist  in  purifying  the  representation  of  the  people,  have 
so  altered  the  Bribery  Bill  sent  up  by  the  Commons  (a  futile  mea¬ 
sure  we  believe,  at  b^st)  that  the  parent  can  hardly  recognize  his 
«-j.prin<r.  The  Commons  had  proposed  the  formation  of  a  Com- 
mitt^  chosen  in  a  particular  manner,  and  empowered  to  receive 
evidence  on  oath.  In  this  proposition  the  Lords  did  not  concur ; 
and  in  the  amendments  which  they  made  to  the  bill  they  proposed, 
instead  of  the  tribunal  which  the  House  of  Commons  suggested,  a 
tribunal  of  a  nature  entirely  new,  consisting  of  five  members  of  the 
House  of  Lords,  and  seven  members  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Wc  quote  the  statement  and  objections  of  Lord  John  Russell : — 
There  was  another,  change  proposed  in  the  Lords*  amendments,  and 
that  change  was,  that  over  the  tribunal  so  constituted,  a  judge  of  one  of 
the  Courts  of  Record  at  Westminster  should  preside.  Now,  admitting 
that  it  might  l>e  very  desirable  that  some  person  of  legal  endowments 
should  assist  the  Parliamentary  tribunal  in  its  investigations,  he  ( I.ord 
John  Russell)  certainly  would  have  wdshed  tluit  the  House  of  Lords  had 
not  chosen  one  of  the  judges  of  the  land  for  that  purpose.  It  was  a 
point,  however,  which,  in  his  opinion,  the  House  of  Commons  might 
safely  yield.  But  there  were  some  further  propositions  connected  witli 
this  chief  proposition.  One  was,  that  the  judge  should  have  the  sole 
power  of  determining  what  evidence  should  be  admitted,  aud  what  evi¬ 
dence  should  be  rejected.  Now,  unquestionably,  he  could  not  consent 
to  limit  the  powers  qf  Parliament  in  this  respect,  as  it  was  a  limitation 
which  might  prove  exceedingly  injurious. 

Upon  the  motion  of  Mr  Warburton,  the  consideration  of  the 
amendments  of  the  Lords  were  postponed  to  the  Greek  Kalends. 
The  Commons  surely  ought  to  hold  the  jurisdiction  concerning  the 
constitution  of  their  House  in  tlieir  own  hands.  The  Commons  have 
no  voice  in  a  Peerage  question.  Why  should  the  Peers  have  a 
voice  in  a  question  of  purity  of  election  ?  But  it  is  now  hardly 
worth  while  to  discuss  the  mutter,  for  the  Lords  seem  resolved  to 
settle  all  questions  of  thqir  powers  in  a  comprehensive  way. 

MR  WHITTLE  HARVEY. 

The  Committee  upon  the  case  of  Mr  Whittle  Harvey  have,  after 
a  thorough  investigation,  pronounced  a  complete  acquittal.  The 
report  closes— in  accordance  with  the  maxim  “to  build  a  golden 
“bridge  for  a  retreating  enemy ** — with  an  excuse  for  the  opposite 
judgment  of  the  Benchers  of  the  Inner  Temple,  and  a  recom¬ 
mendation  which  we  lu>pe  will  not  be  lost  upon  them  : — 

That  as  your  Committee  have  arrived  at  conclusions  directly  at  variance 
with  those  of  the  Benchers,  they  feel  tliemselves  bound  to  express  their 
conviction,  that  the  opinion  formed  of  these  two  cases  by  that  learned 
body  should  be  attributed  to  the  imperfect  reports  of  the  trials,  and  still 
more  to  the  absence  of  all  authority  to  com]K‘l  the  attendance  of  necessary 
witnesses,  or  to  enforce  the  production  of  essentially  important  docu¬ 
ments,  which  defects  have  in  this  inquiry  been  remedied  by  tl»e  powers 
of  the  Committee  ;  and  they  have  to  state  to  the  House  their  regret  that 
the  circumstanoes  last  alludeil  to  should  have  produced  consequences  to 
Mr  Harvey,  which,  especially  in  the  sacrifice  of  a  great  space  of  valuable 
time,  are  irreparable  ;  but  tlie  Committee,  therefore,  express  their  con¬ 
fident  hope  that,  after  the  examination  of  the  whole  of  the  evidence,  the 
benchers  will  be  induced  to  give  Mr  Harvey  the  full  benefit  of  the 
present  inquiry.

We  confess  that  wc  should  not  have  regretted  the  success' of  the 
motion  ofBi.shoj)  Pliilpotts,  for  the  removal  of  the  Bastardy  clauses 
from  the  Poor  Laws’  Bill,  for  in  remedying  one  error  it  does  seem 
to  us  that  the  legislature  is  rushing  into  an  opposite  error,  and  it 
would  he  well  to  post()one  and  reconsider  the  subject.  Under  the 
existing  law  the  woman  has  too  much  encouragement  to  frailty,  but 
under  the  proposed  law  the  man  will  have  impunity,  and  the  whole 
weight  of  the  consecpiences  of  the  sin  will  be  thrown  upon  the  woman. 
This  shocks  all  notions  of  justice. 

Wc  must,  however,  admit  the  force  of  Bishop  Bloomfield’s  argu¬ 
ment  as  to  the  difficulty  of  fixing  the  charge  on  the  true  father,  lii 
the  course  of  the  debate  Lord  Falmouth  threw  out  a  good  sugges¬ 
tion.  He  observed  that  the  inducement  to  false  swearing  w'onld  bo 
removed  if  the  money  levied  ou  the  father  of  the  child  were  not 
handed  to  the  mother. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  Bishojis  have  distinguished  them¬ 
selves  in  the  discussion  of  bastardy.  Wc  do  not  remember  any 
subject  under  the  consideration  of  Parliiunent  upou  which  our  Pre¬ 
lates  have  shown  so  thorough  aud  iiUiiuatc  an  understanding  as 
that  of  biisiardy.  They  cannot  be  sneered  at  as  theorists  in  their 
treatment  of  this  subject,  for  they  have  brought  to  liear  much  prao. 
tical  knowledge.  Indeed  it  was  not  a  little  remarkable  to  see  the 
bastardy  que.siiou  fought  by  two  Bishops,  the  doughty  champion 
of  Exeter  on  the  one  side,  and  Loudon,  not  less  able  or  well-inform¬ 
ed,  on  the  other.  We  doubt  whether  any  other  men  in  the  llouso 
could  have  done  such  full  justice  to  the  subject  in  either  view.  It 
was  curious  to  sec  the  right  reverend  disputants  so  well  matched. 
In  the  school-boy  phrase,  the  Bench  is  good  at  Bastardy. 

I'he  more  we  consider  the  matter,  the  more  we  desire  the  omis¬ 
sion  of  this  part  of  the  Poor  Law  Bill,  and  the  postponement  and 
reconsideration  of  the  matter.  The  Bill  is  too  heavily  charged. 
The  poor  law  part  will  have  to  meet  sufficient  difficulties,  and  will 
require  all  management,  without  superadding  the  dangers  of  com¬ 
bustion  from  the  bastardy  clauses.  The  law  should  be  altered,  but 
this  is  a  questionable  change,  and  decidedly  ill-timed.

He  vows  vengeance ;  and,  having  a  hand^mc 
nephew,  he  prevails  on  him  to  endeavour  to  win  the  lady’s  affections, 
in  order  to  punish  her  by  the  retaliation  of  the  treatment  to  which  she 
had  subjected  Sir  Owen.  The  youth  reluctantly  undertakes  the  trea¬ 
cherous  office.  He  becomes,  however,  sincerely  attached  ;  and  the 
uncle,  seeing  bis  scheme  thus  recoil  upon  him,  is  doubly  exasperated, 
and  more  fiercely  resolved  on  vengeance.  He  has,  however,  a 
tenant  who  has  been  dishonoured  and  deserted  by  a  young  wife, 
elegant  and  accomplished  above  her  station.

The  Jleireu  of  Bruges  was  not  a  very  good  novel,  and  it  has  not

J'ftn  much  good  acting,  could  have  commanded  success,  he  would 
nave  made  money  of  vi/o  FiUroy,  instead  of  being  many  hundreds 


minus  by  his  enterprise.  His  present  production  is  as  amuatug  as 
its  predecessors,  full  of  puns,  a  few  good,  many  bad,  and  some 
abominable,  but  all  raise  a  laugh,  and  so  far  serve  their  turn.  Some 
of  the  music,  from  popular  airs,  is  well  adapted,  and  the  parodies 
arc  fair  enough;  but  the  fable  is  not  good;  and  we  were  really 
angry  to  see  the  favourite  story  of  our  boyhood,  Baucis  and  Phile* 
moUt  distorted  and  spoiled.  We  find  fault  also  with  the  depopula* 
tion  of  Olympus ;  tliere  arc  not  gods  and  goddesses  enough  to  con¬ 
stitute  a  decent  court,  even  though  Miw^s  is  borrowed  from  below 
to  enact  Jove’s  Lord  Chancellor — w  e  saw  no  yenus^  no  Hebe^  no 
f^’esta,  no  Ceres — they  manage  things  better  in  Wych  street.  There, 
it  is  true,  the  stage,  being  smaller,  is  more  readily  filled  ;  but  that 
only  brings  us  round  to  our  former  remark,  that  if  the  establishment 
cannot  afford  numbers,  pieces  of  le.ss  pretention  should  be  repre¬ 
sented.  We  must  not  quit  the  subject  without  commending  specially 
Mis.s  Horton — she  is  not  quite  a  Vestris,  but  in  the  absence  of 
that  true  Olympian,  she  is  u  gamesome  substitute. 

ASTLEY*9. 

Being  thoroughly  tired  of  Mazeppa,  and  satiated  with  St  George 
and  the  Dragon^  we  were  glad  to  see  a  change  of  performance,  and 
though  The  Tournament  of  London  is  not  as  good  as  many  of  its 
predecessors,  it  serves  well  to  display  the  pomp  and  panoply  of 
mimic  chivalry,  and  to  demonsti*atc  the  docility  of  the  prime,  though 
mute,  performers  of  this  theatre.  There  is,  as  usual,  some  excel¬ 
lent  riding  in  the  circus;  hut  we  must  find  fault  with  Miss  Wool- 
ford’s  White  Serjeant,  not  that  it  is  ill  |>erforined,  but  that  the 
character  is  ill  chosen.  Her  most  peculiar  merit  is,  that  she  pre¬

The  I.ancastcr  court  commons  pleas  bill  went  through  a  committee. 

The  Bishop  of  F^xeter  gave  notice  that,  on  the  third  reading  of  the 
poor  laws  amendment  bill,  he  would  move  for  the  omission  of  the  bas¬ 
tardy  clauses. 

The  ICarl  of  Uadnoh  gave  notice,  that  early  in  the  next  session  ho 
would  submit  a  motion,  that  the  age  at  which  jiersons  in  the  universities 
should  Im.*  culled  upon  to  subscribe  the  39  artiedes,  and  take  the  oaths, 
should  be  distinctly  specified. 

POOR  LAW’S  A.MKNDMENT  BILL. 

The  house  resolved  into  committee  on  this  bill,  when  the  different 
elau.scs  which  had  been  post|M)ned  were  disposed  of,  and  it  was  arranged 
that  the  re|M)rt  should  be  received  on  Thurs<lay.  Several  amendments, 
of  which  notice  had  been  given,  will  be  moved  in  the  third  reading. 

The  assessed  taxes,  stamp  duties,  and  other  bills  were  brought  up  from 
the  commons,  and  read  each  a  first  time. 


ENGLISH  OPERA  HOUSE. 

We  observed  shortly  after  the  opening  of  this  theatre,  that  the 
access  to  the  balcony  seats  was  not  us  easy  as  we  had  been  given  to 
supi^se.  The  proprietor,  immediately,  in  the  most  praiseworthy 
spirit,  investigated  the  matter,  and  if  there  was  any  fault  upon  the 
occasion  to  which  we  advert,  we  arc  assured  that  it  will  not  recur. 
Indeed,  in  our  subsequent  visits  to  the  theatre  we  have  found  all 
facilities,  and  it  is  but  jii.stice  to  say,  that  in  no  other  theatre  have 
we  observed  such  prompt  attention  and  courtesy  on  the  part  of  every 
person  employed,  from  the  entrance  to  the  box  door.  The  style  of 
the  whole  is  that  of  a  well-regulated  private  establishment,  in  which 
politeness  is  the  rule  of  the  house. 


Tuesday,  Aug  5.

'I’lie  house  having  resolved  into  committee  on  the  justice  in  boroughs 
bill,  counsel  was  heard  on  Ixdialf  of  the  vintners*  company,  who  claimed 

the  right  of  selling  within  certain  limits  without  license. - The  lx)Rn 

Chancellor  thought  the  public  good  rcijuircd  that  magistrates  should 
have  a  power  of  interfering  to  prevent  abuse. - Ixird  Wvnford  ob¬ 

served,  that  the  company  would  have  no  objection  to  a  clause  to  that 

effect. - It  was  finally  arranged,  on  the  suggestion  of  Ix>rd  Ellxn- 

borough,  that  the  bill  should  proceed,  and  that  a  clause  of  the  nature 
described  should  lx;  added  on  the  third  reading,  if,  on  consideration,  it 
appeared  to  be  desirable.  Tlie  bill  passed  through  the  committee. 

The  weights  and  measures  bill  was  rear!  a  third  time. 

The  insolvent  debtors*  (India)  bill  was  read  a  second  time. 

Several  other  bills  were  forwarded  a  stage.

foreign  relations. 

The  Marquis  of  Londonderry  then  entered  into  a  review  of  the 
foreign  policy  pursued  by  ministers,  condemning  the  course  taken  by 
them  with  regard  to  most  of  the  countries  with  which  we  had  relations. 
He  adverted  to  the  Belgian  question ;  to  the  continued  occupation  of 
Ancona  and  Algiers  by  the  French ;  to  the  affairs  of  Spain  and  Portu¬ 
gal  ;  and  to  the  undue  favouritiim  which  was  displayed  by  our  govern¬ 
ment  towards  France.  He  declared  that  more  hod  lxM!n  spent  in  foreign 
secret  service  money  under  Lord  Grey's  government  during  a  period  of 
profound  peace,  in  two  years,  than  under  the  administration  of  the  Duke 
of  Wellington  in  three  years.  After  a  long  and  discursive  speech,  the 
noble  marquis  concluded  by  moving  that  **  An  humble  address  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  bis  majesty,  praying  that  he  would  lie  graciously  pleased  to 
give  directions  tliat  there  be  laid  before  tlic  house  copies  or  extracts  of 
correspondence  or  information  relative  to  negociations  for  concluding  a 
treaty  between  his  majesty,  the  queen  regent  of  Spain,  Ix>uis-l*hilippe9 
king  of  the  French,  and  the  Duke  of  Braganza,  signed  in  London  on 
the  22d  of  April  IHl^**— Viscount  Melbourne  vindicated  the  eonduet 
of  the  government.  With  regard  to  the  rightful  claims  to  the  crown  of 
Spain,  he  said  that  it  was  not  his  duty  to  inquire  nicely  Into  the  sslio 
law,  it  was  sufficient  Cor  him  that  the  cortes  had  chosen  the  qt^n  to 
reign  over  them,  and  his  majesty  luul  been  advised  to^  recognise  tbo 
object  of  their  choice.  As  to  the  disposal  of  secret  service  money,  he 
was  not  prepared  to  say  with  precision  bow  it  had  been  employed;  and 
it  bad  always  been  considanpd  that  it  ouig^t  not  to  be  interfered  with*

H«  not  seen  the  sccounts,  but  he  had  been  assured  that  the  expen¬ 
diture  was  for  that  head  of  disbursement,  less  than  that  of  the  three 
years  preceding.

By  the  policy  pursu<^ 
by  ministers  the  peace  of  Europe  had  been  maintained,  and  it  was  his 
firm  belief  that  peace  and  tranquillity  would  continue  by  an  adherence 
to  the  same  course  of  policy.  He  justified  the  strict  alliance  and  inter¬ 
course  between  France  and  this  countrj',  as  most  favourable  to  the  peace 

of  Europe,  which  it  was  the  common  object  of  both  to  preserve. - Tlie 

Marquis  of  Londonderet  briefly  repli^,  after  which  the  motion  was 
negatived  without  a  division.  ^  ^ 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  the  Marquis  of  Bute,  Viscount  Mel¬ 
bourne  declared  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  establishment  of  the  West- 
tninster  bank  would  be  an  interference  with  the  privileges  of  the  bank 
of  England. 

Wednetdayj  Aug.  6. 

The  roads  act  amendment  (Ireland)  bill,  and  the  arms  importation 
(Ireland)  bill,  were  severally  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

The  Earl  of  Gosford  presented  a  petition  from  the  chamber  of  com¬ 
merce  of  Greenock,  complaining  that  the  mails  were  not  forwarded  by 

steam-boats  along  the  river  Clyde. - Tlic  Duke  of  Richmond  said  that 

letters  were  so  transmitted  by  the  post-oflfice,  whenever  it  could  be  done 
with  advantage.  The  noble  duke  then  took  occasion  to  defend  the 
management  of  the  post-office,  and  the  conduct  of  Sir  F.  Frceling,  from 
the  attacks  which  had  been  made  upon  him  by  Mr  Wallace,  in  the  other 
house. 

The  tithe  compensation  (Ireland)  bill  was  brought  up  from  the  com¬ 
mons  and  read  a  first  time ;  as  were  also  the  church  temporalities  ( Ireland) 
bill»  the  foreign  enlistment  repeal  bill,  and  several  others. 

The  Marquis  of  Westminster  briefly  adverted  to  the  subject  of  proxies, 
a  motion  respecting  which  he  had  been  prevented  by  circumstances  from 
bringing  forward.  So  convinced  was  he  that  this  anomalous  and  absurd 
practice  tended  to  make  their  lordships  unpopular  in  the  country,  tliat 
he  was  more  than  ever  confirmed  in  his  opinion  that  the  subject  demanded 
their  serious  attention ;  and,  in  truth,  it  appeared  to  him  that  it  would 
be  decorous  if  their  lordships  would  at  once  give  up  the  privilege.  He 
expected  to  sec,  both  in  the  eccl&siastical  and  civil  department,  the  most 
searching  reform.  tJnlcss  questions  of  that  nature  were  brought  forward 
by  ministers  with  a  determined  design  to  act  in  a  manner  the  most  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  country — unless  the  government  were 
determined  to  act  with  vigour  and  sincerity — he  feared  that  they  would 
hot  long  remain  in  those  places  where  he  was  very  glad  to  sec  them  at 
present. 

Thursday f  Aug.  7. 

The  roads*  act  amendment  (Ireland)  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and 
passed.— —Sc vend  bills  went  through  committee.  The  sale  of  beer  act 
amendment  bill,  the  customs  bill,  the  assessed  taxes*  relief  bill,  Bayswa- 
ter  sewers  bill,  registration  of  voters  ( Scotland)  bill,  and  tithes  stay  of 
•uits  bill,  were  brought  up  from  the  commons,  and  severally  read  a  first 
time. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  Lord  Melbourne 
stated  that  the  commissioners  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the 
poor  of  Ireland  were  occupied  in  their  inquiries,  and  that  a  very  long 
time  would  not  elapse  before  a  report  might  be  expected. 

Tlie  Duke  of  Wellington  inquired  whether  it  was  essential  that  the 

church  temporalities  (Ireland) bill  should  be  passed  this  session - Lord 

Melbourne  said  it  was  absolutely  necessary ;  particularly  that  portion 
of  it  which  related  to  a  provision  for  vestry  cess, 

The  Lancaster  court  of  common  pleas  bill  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  report  of  the  poor  laws*  amendment  bill  was  brought  up,  when  the 
Bishop  oi  Exeter  gave  notice  that  on  Friday  he  would  move  the  omis¬ 
sion  of  the  present  clause  relating  to  bastardy,  and  the  substitution  of  an 
khiended  clause. - Tlie  Duke  of  Wellington  considered  that  some¬ 

thing  must  be  done  to  temper  the  severity  of  the  bill ;  and  intimated  that 
bf  should  move  that  three  clauses,  which  had  been  proposed  by  Lord 

WharncltOe,  should  be  added  to  it. - Several  amendments  were  made 

whicii  the  report  was  agreed  to,  and  the  hill  ordered  to  be  read  on 
Friday.

their  lordships  should,  by  rejecting  three  of  the  bills  sent  iip  from  the  other 
house,  have  given  that  house  but  too  much  reason  for  freling  a  little  sore. 

lilt  Duke  of  Wellington  protested  warmly  against  the  concluding 
remark  of  the  ni^lt  marquis  as  extraordinary  and  uncalled  for.  The 
house  of  lords  had  only  exercised  an  undoubted  right  as  an  independent 
branch  of  the  legislature.

Monday,  Aug.  4. 

Mr  Lucas  took  the  oaths  and  his  seat  for  Monaghan,  in  the  room  of 
Mr  Westenra,  who  had  been  declared  not  duly  elected 

Mr  Hume  presented  a  petition  from  Quebec,  iii  Lbwer  Canada,  in 
support  of  the  resolutions  of  the  assembly  of  the  province,  setting  forth 
92  distinct  grounds  of  complaint  with  reference  to  the  government  of  the 
colonics,  and  signed  by  18,083  individuals.  He  said,  that  if  the  present 
system  of  misrule  was  suffered  to  continue  in  the  colonies,  the  inhabitants 
would  not  rest  satisfied  until  the  management  of  their  affairs  was 

entrusted  to  their  own  hands - Mr  S.  Rice  said  he  cbhsidered  that 

man  the  worst  enemy  to  Canada  who  would  promote  a  separation  from 
the  mother  country,  as  the  means  of  obtaining  a  redress  of  grievances, 
whether  real  or  imaginary.  He  referred  to  the  sentiments  contained  in 
a  letter  which  had  appeared  in  the  public  papers,  purporting  to  have  been 
written  by  Mr  Hume  to  Mr  M^Kensie,  from  which  he  read  the  follow, 
ing  extract: — **  A  crisis  is  fast  approaching  in  the  affairs  of  the  Canadas, 
which  will  terminate  in  independence  and  freedom  from  the  baneful 
domination  of  the  mother  country,  and  the  tyrannical  conduct  of  a  small 
and  despicable  faction  in  the  colony.”  He  was  not  prepared  to  say 
whether,  if  such  language  had  been  made  use  of  by  a  subject  of  the 
colony,  he  would  not  be  liable  to  a  prosecution  for  high  treason.— 
Mr  Hume  replied,  that  although  he  had  been  made  the  subject  of  the 
vilest  abuse  of  the  press,  although  all  manner  of  lies  had  been  circulated 
against  him  on  this  subject,  and  particularly  by  the  lYmea  newspaper  j 
still  he  was  perfectly  prepared  to  defend  every  sentence  of  the  letter. 
The  passage  quoted  referred  to  the  measures  of  Mr  Stanley,  not  to  tb« 
dominion  of  Great  Britain  over  the  Colonies ;  but  he  would  say  to 
Canada  what  he  had  said  to  Ireland — “  If  you  cannot  obtain  the  redresi 
of  great  and  acknowledged  grievances,  then  resistance  became  a  virtue, 

though  the  difficulty  was  where  to  draw  the  line.” - ^-Mr  Rice  observed, 

that  a  member  of  parliament,  enjoying  his  perfect  security  in  Bryanston 
square,  was  not  in  a  fair  situation  to  recommend  violent  measures  of 
resistance  to  the  inhabitants  of  a  distant  colony.  Why  did  he  i^  take 
the  field  and  expose  himself  to  the  consequences,  instead  of  playing  the 

part  of  trumpeter  in  safety  at  home  ? - Mr  Hume  declared  that  he  had 

never  hesitated  to  encounter  danger  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  and 
referred  to  the  part  he  had  taken  in  the  crisis  of  May  1832. 

The  bribery  at  elections*  bill  and  the  capital  punishments’  bill  were 
returned  from  the  lords  with  amendments,  which  were  ordered  to  bo 
printed. — The  amendments  in  the  former  measure  were,  on  the  ration 
of  Lord  J.  Russell,  ordered  to  be  taken  into  consideration  on  Thursday ;

was  supported  by  Mr  Finch  and  Mr  Aglionby. - On  a  division,  the 

numbers  were — 'for  the  motion  14 ;  against  it  34.  Majority  20.  The 
bill  is  consequently  lost. 

The  Speaker  informed  the  house  that  the  petitioners  against  the  vali¬ 
dity  of  the  Wexford  (county)  election  had  failed  to  enter  into  the  neces¬ 
sary  recognizances. 

Sir  R.  Donkin  brought  in  a  bill  for  uniting  under  one  jurisdiction 
the  town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed  and  the  district  of  North  Duiham. 

Mr  Buckingham  brought  up  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to 

inquire  into  the  caiuse  of  drunkenness. - On  the  motion  that  it  be 

printed,  Mr  Hawes  opposed  the  printing  of  the  report  on  account  of  the 
absurd  recommendations  that  [it  contained.  He  said  that  it  suggested 
the  expediency  of  putting  an  end  to  the  importation  of  all  spirits ;  and 
further,  as  a  prospective  remedy,  that  no  spirits  should  hereafter  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  be  distilled  in  this  country.  (Great  laughter.)  The  report 
contained  other  recommendations  to  the  following  effect : — That  beer 
should  be  brewed  of  a  certain  strength  and  quality,  and  sold  at  a  certain 
price  (laughter)  ;  that  a  system  of  national  education  should  be  estab¬ 
lished,  one  of  the  great  olijccts  of  which  should  be  to  teach  children  the 
evils  of  drunkenness;  and  that  a  portable  volume  should  be  published  at 
the  public  6xpense,  containing  the  recommendations  of  the  present  report. 
(Great  laughter.)  It  was  also  proposed,  that  no  meeting  of  any  friendly 
society  should  take  place  at  any  public-house  where  intoxicating  liquors 

were  sold. - Mr  Buckingham  defended  the  report,  and  said  that  the 

recommendations  complained  of,  were  merely  the  suggestions  of  wit¬ 
nesses - Mr  Baines  also  urged  the  printing  of  the  report.  There  was 

nothing  which  th6  committee  had  said  or  done  to  merit  that  degree  of 
ridicule  now  most  ungraciously  thrown  upon  them.  He  submitted  that 
to  treat  their  labours  and  recommendations  with  contempt  was  a  most 
ungenerous  proc^ding,  not  merely  against  them,  but  against  the 
”**•^*^008  petitioners  from  all  parts  of  the  country  who  h^  memo** 

tialixed  the  house  upon  this  important  subject - Mr  O’Connell 

hoped  that  opinions  that  were  bo  warmly  recommended  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  would  be  coolly  received  by  the  house.  He  was  afraid  that  tlic 
^mmittee  were  a  little  muddled  when  they  adopted  the  report.—— 
Col.  WiLUAMs  strongly  urged  the  printing  of  the  report.  If  something 
y«s  not  immediately  done  to  ptit  down  the  growing  evil  of  intemperance. 

It  would  very  soon  ruin  the  country. - Lord  Sanoon  said  tlie  report 

contained  a  great  deal  of  valuable  information - Mr  BROTiiEaTON 

*‘cgretted  that  so  much  unmerited  ridicule  was  attempted  to  be  thrown 

the  report. - Lord  J.  Russell  hoped  the  houw  would  allow  the

and  a  return  of  the  different  sums  of  money  which  had  been  so  applied. 

- Mr  E.  J.  Stanley  said  that  the”*  communications  between  the 

magistrates  and  the  home  office  on  such  subjects  were  considered  strictly 
confidential,  but  there  would  be  no  objection  to  such  a  return  as  far  as 
regarded  the  present  prosecution. 

The  customs’  bill  was  read  a  third  time. - Mr  Crawford  brought 

up  a  clause  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  duty  on  congou  and  twankay 

tea  from  2s.  2d.  to  2s.  per  lb. - Lord  Althorp  opposed  the  clause,  on 

the  ground  that  the  breaking  up  of  the  monopoly  of  the  East  India 
com])any  would  materially  reduce  the  price  of  ten,  and  that  the  consurhcr 
would  receive  adequate  relief  without  the  remission  of  any  part  of  the 

duty.

The  grievance  has,  we  know,  been  strongly 
animadverted' upon  by  many  of  the  Maritime  Chambers  of  Comnierce, 
and  the  deputies  of  several  commercial  places  have  been  instructed  to  en¬ 
deavour  to  remove  this  unfair  and  unequal  pressure  of  the  custoin*houss 
law. 

SPAIN. 

A  conspiracy  has  been  detected  in  Madrid,  at  Tortosa,  and  Valencia, 
the  object  of  which  was  to  declare  the  establishment  of  the  Constitution 
of  1812.  Palafox,  the  celebrated  defender  of  Zaragossa  in  the  Peninsular 
war,  who  bad  only  been  nominated  Duke  of  Zaragossa  a  few  days  before 
by  the  Queen  Regent,  is  the  chief  of  this  conspiracy,  which  is  under¬ 
stood  to  have  been  already  ramified  throughout  the  princijial  towns  in 
the  kingdom. 

Madrid,  July  26. — If  this  conspiracy  had  been  successful,  instead  of 
two  Chambers  there  w'ould  have  bwn  one :  the  Cortes  w'ould  be  not 
merely  the  single  Chamber  of  legislation,  it  would  also  be,  as  it  had 
been  in  1812  and  1820,  1821,  1822,  and  1823,  the  real  executive  power 
of  the  State.  The  veto  of  the  Sovereign  upon  the  enactment  of  laws 
would  be  reduced  to  a  mere  shadow,  as  a  decree  proposed  for  the  royal 
sanction  twice  in  vain,  would,  de  factor  become  law  if  it  passed  the  Cortes 
a  third  time  without  the  sanction  of  the  monarch. 

The  principal  associates  of  Palafox  are  Romen  Alpuente,  who  was 
the  great  leader  of  the  ultra  democratic  party  under  the  last  constitu¬ 
tional  regime,  Calao  de  Royas,  and  Vanhalen,  a  Belgian  officer,  who  are 
well  known  in  Spain  for  their  violent  Radical  principles.  These  indi¬ 
viduals,  together  with  several  other  persons,  were  apprehended  on  the 
nights  of  the  23d  and  24th  instant ;  and  the  charges  against  them  ^ 
fully  sustained  by  the  minutes  w'hich  have  been  fouud  in  the  piwsession 
of  a  society  called  the  Isabcllinos.  They  assert  that  their  object  was 
strictly  constitutional :  that  is  to  say,  that  they  were  determined  to  force 
the  Government,  if  tlicy  could,  into  measures  of  a  more  energetic  and  s 
more  po])ular  nature  than  it  seems  as  yet  disposed  to  adopt.  But  there 
is  no  doubt  that  they  meant,  under  the  colour  of  this  appareutly  kg*l 
opposition,  to  prepare  matters  for  the  revocation  of  the  Estatuto  Beal, 
and  the  proclamation  of  the  Constitution  of  1812. 

Intelligence  has  been  just  received  in  Madrid  that  similar  conspiraciee 
had  been  detected  at  Tortosa  and  Valencia,  where  they  have  been 
rously  suppressed.

The  **  details”  relative  to  the  general  defeat  of  the  Carlists,  promised 
in  the  telegraphic  despatch  of  the  4th,  from  Bayonne,  do  not  seem  to 
have  been  received  in  Paris  up  to  the  afternoon  of  Thursday  ;  and  that 
delay  enabled  the  Carlist  agents  to  propagate  a  very  difiereiit  version  of 
the  late  affairs,  which  different  version,  however  improbable,  seems  to 
have  gained  some  belief.  It  was  affirmed  that  Rhodil  had  withdrawn 
to  Pampeluna,  and  the  inference  put  forth  was  of  course  not  very  favour¬ 
able  to  the  ultimate  success  of  his  late  conflicts  with  the  insurgents.  The 
news  from  the  French  side  of  the  Pyrenees,  which,  a?  we  have  already 
said,  must  be  received  with  great  doubt,  continues  to  make  it  appear  that 
the  French  Government  seriously  contemplates  the  necessity  of  an  inter¬ 
vention.  Through  the  whole  line  of  the  frontier,  rejiorts  to  that  effect 
prevailed.  General  Harispe  was  about  to  transfer  his  head-quarters  to 
St  Jean  de  Luz,  which  is  distant  only  a  few  miles  from  the  Spanish 
territory. —  TYmes. 

—  It  appear*  from  the  letters  from  Trieste  in  the  Augsburg  Gazette, 
that  the  insurrection  in  Syria,  produced  by  the  rigorous  sway  of  Ibrahim 
Pacha,  has  assumed  a  very  serious  complexion. 

-r-  By  late  accounts  from  Jamaica,  we  learn  that  great  difficulty  was  an¬ 
ticipated  in  bringing  about  a  reconciliation  l>ctween  the  mountaineers  and 
the  lowlandcrs,  on  the  subjection  of  those  who  had  fled  to  the  mountain¬ 
ous  hiding-places.  An  island  bank  had  been  recommended  under  the 
new  order  of  things,  and  the  merchants  of  Kingston  had  petitioned  for 
such  an  establishment.  A  savings’ bank  for  the  industrious  negroes  was 
also  spoken  of.  The  body  of  Dr  Ball  had  been  found  in  the  parish  of 
St  John.  It  was  supposed  he  had  been  murdered. — Herald.

Hie  precise 
n[M>de  ought,  in  his  opinion,  to  be  left  with  Government,  at  the  same 
lime  every  suggestion  was  tliankfully  received,  and  information  eagerly 
■ought  aRw.  The  moral  oondliion  and  habiu  of  tho  soldier  osiglit  to  be 
corrected ;  and  tliough  he  did  not  believe  that  the  army  was  more 
giveii  to  drunkenness  tlian  any  other  body  of  men,  the  best  means  of  re- 
luoving  that  vice  would  not  be  lost  sight  of.  He  was  not  a  military  peraon, 
hut  As  tkomgkt  they  had  better  get  rid  of  ike  army  altogether,  than  eufftr  the 
*^dien  to  eomtmii  outrages  upon  civil  eoeiety,  or  violate  the  dieeipUme  of  the 
In  justice  to  the  officers  of  the  army,  he  should  say  there  existed 
tkroi^out  the  service  a  most  anxious  disposition  to  act  in  accordance 
with  public  opinion  on  thb  subject,  and  be  would  add  that  Government 
^ould  not  shrink,  if,  alter  due  inveutgation,  it  should  be  found  neceamry 
^  conUnue  this  mode  of  punishment,  to  do  their  duty,  notwithetanding  I 
•he  odium  they  aught  incur.

insubordination  in  the  army— the  soldiers  knowing  that  they  have 
the  public  sympathy  under  tlie  scourge,  and  that  their  officers  will 
always  be  reluctant  to  inflict  a  punishment  which  brings  such  oblo¬ 
quy  ujwn  those  who  are  concerned  in  orticriug  it. 

Major  Pitman  has  been  removed  from  the  Magistracy.  As  we 
have  not  a  doubt  that  this  step  was  thoroughly  warranted,  we  tiiink 
it  does  great  credit  to  the  Government. 

We  have  not  time  or  space  to  notice  the  Coroners*  Bill.  The 
reason  of  the  Chancellor  for  giving  Coroners  the  power  of  closing 
^  their  Courts  is  childish,  indeed ;  but,  nevertheless,  it  is  doubtless  the 
best  that  could  be  offered. 

In  admitting  the  fact  that  Government  hud  undertaken  to  pay 
the  cx[>eascs  of  the  prosecution  of  the  Brighton  GuuHian  by  some 
Sussex  magistrates,  honest  Lord  Althorp  coolly  observed,  that  the 
circumstance  was  not  new,  and  that  several  instances  were  on  re¬ 
cord.  No  doubt — it  would  be  difficult  to  strike  out  anything  new 
in  misgovernment  or  abuse  of  powers  after  the  long  course  of  Tory 
sway,  but  we  were  promised  under  the  Reform  Ministry  a  renounce* 
ment  of  these  old  ways.  If  the  present  Ministers  are  to  justify 
acts  of  oppression  simply  by  saying  that  the  Tories  did  the  same 
before  them,  we  should  like  to  know  in  what  respect  they  are  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  Tories,  in  whose  steps  they  follow,  and  why  their 
government  should  be  preferred  ?  Mr  Warburton  exjiressed  his 
conviction  that  the  noble  Lord  would  not,  on  principle,  defend  such 
a  case.  What  matters  it  if  he  pleads  practice  as  a  sufficient  justifi¬ 
cation  ?  Tlie  plain  fact  is  that  the  Home  Office  conspired  with  the 
Sussex  Magistrates  to  ruin  Mr  Cohen.  Sir  Charles  Blount,  who 
has  retired  from  the  magistracy  disgusted  with  this  transaction,  says 
in  n  published  letter : — 

Mr  Mabbott  and  another  gentleman  had  two  personal  conferences  at 
the  Home  Office,  which  ended  in  the  Noble  Lord  then  at  the  head  of 
that  Office  positively  declining  to  make  it  a  Government  prosecution—. 
but  agreed  to  defray  the  reasonable  cx{)enscs,  should  the  Magistrates  of 
Sussex  decide  upon  pro.secuting,  and  were  of  opinion  that  a  Su.ssex  Jury 
would  convict.  This  resolution,  I  conclude,  w&s  made  known  to  the 
Committee  ;  and  Mr  Mabbott  received  in.striictions  to  return  information 
to  the  Home  Office,  that  all  the  Magistrates,  with  the  exception  of  one 
(Mr  Gear),  had  no  doubt  about  the  Jury  ;  and  he  concludes  the  com¬ 
munication  by  observing,  that  the  Magistrates  were  all  of  opinion  that— 
**  no  opportunity  should  he  lait  to  suppress  the  Guardian  newspaper.” 

I  will  not  trust  myself  to. make  any  comment  upon  this  hitherto  hidden 
object.  It  at  once  dispels  the  cloud  that  has  rendered  the  cQurse  pur¬ 
sued  by  the  Committee  so  indistinct  and  so  unusual ;  it  accounts  for  the 
rejection  of  Mr  Cohen’s  oflered  atonement,  and  well  accords  with  that 
part  of  the  sentence  which  imprisoned  the  defendant  in  a  jail  of  a  distant 
county  and  far  removed  from  the  office  of  his  paper. 


SATUUD^Y  NIGHT. 

—  Tlie  Paris  Journals  of  Thursday  add  little  or  nothing  to  our  news 
from  the  North  of  Spain.  The  news  from  Bayonne,  contained  in  them, 
is  of  the  Srd,  and  by  that  it  appears  that  tiiero  was  again  partial  fighting 
on  the  dOth,  between  the  village  of  Lanz  and  the  hermitage  of  St  Urbaiii, 
and  the  Queen’s  troops  again  claim  a  victory.  The  factious  retreated,  it 
is  said,  to  Iloucovaux.  Kodil  was  at  Kchurri-Aranaz,  Don  Carlos  at  l^n 
Estevan,  and  the  insurrectional  junta  at  Elisoiido,  but  its  printing  press 
and  its  manufactory  of  arms  and  ammunition  had  been  transferred  to  Le- 
caroz.  This  account  of  their  position  would  indicate  that  the  Carlists 
were  continually  retreating ;  but  in  a  mountain  warfare  such  as  that, 
without  a  )>ersoiial  knowledge  of  the  country,  even  the  positions  are  nut 
a  sure  index  to  the  fate  of  either  party.  There  was  considerable  agitation 
along  the  whole  frontier,  and  the  Cominander-in-Chiel^  (ieneral  Harispe, 
as  well  as  the  Sub- Prefect  and  Spanish  Consul,  seem  in  continued  ac¬ 
tivity  ;  but  whether  all  this  arises  from  the  approach  of  the  Carlists  to 
the  frontier  with  an  intention  of  taking  refuge  in  France,  and  the  conse¬ 
quent  necessity  of  disarming  them,  or  from  making  preparations  to  inter- 
lere,  is  not  decided.  The  prevalent  rumour  pointed  to  tho  latter,  but  wu 
are  inclined  to  sup{>ose  the  former  is  more  correct. — Courier. 

—  Had  any  idea  of  seeking  extensive  military  aid  ever  been  enter¬ 
tained  by  the  Spanish  executive,  circumstances  were  rendering  it  alto¬ 
gether  unnecessary.  The  ojiinions  of  M.  Martinez  de  la  Rosa  and 
Count  Toreno  are,  however,  utterly  averse  to  foreign  military  assistauce,' 
and  no  such  proposition  had  been  taken  into  consideration.  On  the 
30th  or  dlst,  it  was  expected  that  General  Palifox  would  be  released.— 
Globe, 

—  The  Belgian  papers,  arrived  to-day,  have  brought  us  an  outline  of 
the  pro|>osod  arrangement  as  to  Luxemburg,  which  is  said  to  have 
received  the  sanction  of  tho  house  of  Nassau,  and  on  which,  it  is  tupiMised, 
the  future  negotiations  will  turn.  Hie  Belgian  pajicrs  imply  that  it  will 
nut  be  satisfactory  to  Belgium.— Coarier.

On 
Thursday  last  General  Fitxroy  commenced  a  regular  canvass  of  the 
borough,  but  meeting  with  considerable  coolness  and  few  promises  of 
support,  withdrew,  as  he  stated,  in  favour  of  Lord  Euston,  who  would 
appear  to  solic'ft  the  suffrages  of  the  electors  on  an  early  day.  Mr  Biggs 
Andrews,  the  barrister,  happening  the  same  day  to  pass  through  the  town, 
was  waited  on  by  some  of  the  electors,  and  consented  to  become  a  candi¬ 
date  in  opposition  to  the  General ;  but  understanding  tliat  Lord  Euston, 
who  is  Justly  popular  in  the  place  from  his  great  private  worth,  was  likely 
to  stand,  he  aiw  withdrew.  The  learned  gentleman,  however,  renewed 
his  claim  op  Saturday,  in  consequence  of  having  obtained  a  requisition 
signed  by  ^  of.  the  electors,  and  promised  to  address  the  constituency  bn 
hlonday.  Trobatdy  the  learned  gentleman  considers  that  gratificatiun  an 
ample  return  for  his  waste  of  time,  as  there  is  no  doubt  whatever  that 
Lord  Euston  will  bo  elected.  'Hie  election  is  expected  to  iakc  place  on  | 
Friday. — Bury  ITtrald. 

Arundkl  Corporation. — Proceedings  for  libel  were  taken,  before 
the  Grand  Jury,  at  the  l.ist  summer  assizes,  by  the  Corporation  of 
Arundel,  against  Mr  Fleet,  the  editor  of  the  Brighton  Herald,  It 
appears  that  on  the  Ist  of  March  last  the  evidence  given  before  the  muni- 
eipal  commitetonf  relating  to  the  said  corporation,  was  repeated  at  full 
length  ;  and  on  the  8(h  of  March  sundry  comments  were  made  bn  the 
conduct  of  the  corporation,  as  stated  by  the  witnesses.  The  corporation, 
not  choosing  (or  not  being  able)  to  contradict  the  evidence  adduced,  have 
proceeded  against  the  innocent  editor,  instead  of  proceeding  against  the 
witnesses,  if  they  had  given  false  information,  niere  were  four  counts  in 
the  indictment,  two  of  which  wore  thrown  out  by  the  grand  jury,  and  a 
division  took  place  on  the  other  two.  In  the  minority  (of  five)  were 
Messrs  11.  B.  Curtcis,  M.  P.,  Devenport,  Fuller,  Woodward,  and  El- 
phinstonc. 

The  I  rish  Tithes  Bill. — Sure  we  are,  that  had  the  right  of  a  discreti¬

employ  it.  We  do  not  assert  the  possibility  of  rejecting  the  bill  at  the 
present  staTO  of  risk  and  suffering  to  whicn  Ireland  ha.s,  by  the  raiiid 
progress  of  fierce  disturbance  ana  feeble  resistance,  been  hurried ;  but 
that  has  no  connexion  with  an  approval  of  the  “  principles”  of  this  mea¬ 
sure,  which  appear  to  us  in  their  nature  most  unjust,  and  in  their  influ¬ 
ence  most  fatal ;  nor  can  the  necessity  which  drives  us  to  the  adoption  of 
a  remedy  which  Is  in  itself  an  evil  purge  that  remedy  of  its  inherent  vice. 
To  sum  up  all,  however,  there  is  reason  to  fear,  from  what  we  learn  in 
many^  ouarters,  that  the  IIousc  of  Ixirds  have  now  no  choice  but  to  take 
the  bill  (which,  moreover,  is  a  money  bill)  as  they  find  it.

When  the  House  of  Commons  at  an  early  period  of  the  session  an. 
pointed  a  CommiUee  to  inquire  into  the  extent,  cause,  and  consequent 
of  the  prevailing  vice  of  intoxication  among  the  labouring  classes,  we  an¬ 
ticipated  that  the  labours  of  the  Committee  must  necessarily  terminate  in 
the  most  lamentable  folly  and  disappointment.  Our  anticipations  have 
lieen  more  than  verified  by  the  event.  That  Committee  has  presented 
a  report,  which  even  in  these  days  of  crotchetty  projects  must  be  cons!- 
dered  as  the  most  protentous  cuiiosity.

The  agitation,  the  stir,  the  ferment,— the  lively,  the  unceasing, 
the  general  interest  in  political  concerns,  which  it  Is  the  nature  of  popular 
governments  to  create, — meet  him  in  every  circle  ;  insensibly  they  force 
themselves  on  his  meditations — they  colour  his  studies — they  transfuse 
their  spirit  into  his  compositions.  This  it  was  that  so  singularly  cha* 
racterized  the  literature  of  Athens  ;  bringing  in  close  contact  the  states¬ 
man  and  the  student, — giving  vitality  to  the  dream  of  the  poet,  and 
philosophy  to  the  harangues  of  the  orator.  And  by  a  necessary  reaction, 
the  same  causes  which  render  the  man  of  letters  more  interested  in  th* 
affairs  of  men  of  action,  interest  the  men  of  action  in  the  aims  and 
character  of  men  of  letters.  The  connexion  is  as  serviceable  to  the 
world  as  to  the  scholar;  it  corrects  the  dreaminess  of  the  last,— it  refines 
the  carthlier  calculations  of  the  first ;  and  thus  popular  institutions 
insensibly  become  the  medium  of  excliange,  which  barter  and  transfer 
from  the  mast  distant  quarters  the  most  various  commodities  in  the 
intellectual  commerce  of  mankind. — Edinburgh  Review  for  July, 

The  Theatrical  Monopoly. — The  monopoly,  that  infamous  mono¬ 
poly,  which  bishops  and  puritans  have  foiled  repeated  attempts  to  break 
down,  is  the  great  source  of  the  various  indeccncicis  and  immoralities  so 
much  complained  of,  both  liefore  and  behind  the  curtain.  In  their  worst 
forms  they  arc  confined  to  the  patent  theatres.  A  minor  theatre  has  no 
saloon ;  nor  have  the  sprigs  of  our  virtuous  aristocracy  the  run  of  its 
green-room,  to  corrupt  or  insult  its  professional  occupants.  The  lessees 
of  the  privileged  houses  have  a  factitious  position  to  sustain,  which 
impels  them  to  the  adoption  of  other  than  simply  theatrical  appliances. 
The  passing  of  Mr  Bulwer’s  bill  would  have  done  niiich  towards  raising 
the  profession  in  the  scale  of  public  repute.  A  lietter  class  of  persons, 
in  education  and  character,  would  have  gradually  floweil  into  it ;  such 
as,  by  respecting  themselves,  would  have  taught  the  public  to  respect, 
them.  And  this  change  would  tend  to  correct  the  great  mistake  which 
yet  lingers  on  the  stage,  after  it  has  so  long  l>cen  exploded  in  literature, 
of  the  importance  of  titled  jiatronage.  'Die  conjoint  cflect  of  the  dra¬ 
matic  censorship  with  the  inducements  to  minister  to  aristocratic  profli¬ 
gacy,  produce  a  debasement  of  spirit  which  extends  to  some  who  might, 
and  ought  to  feel  themselves  far  above  such  servility,  and  which  is  quite 
out  of  place,  time,  and  character.  We  have  heard  of  that  gifted  creature, 
Miss  Kelly,  speaking  of  “  her  noble  patron,  the  Duke  !  ”  Why,  what 
Duke  in  the  Peerage  is  there  who  might  not  lie  improved  by  being  under 
Miss  Kelly’s  patronage?  And  Matthews — we  blushed  for  the  dignity 
of  talent  on  reading  a  recent  speech  of  his  at  some  theatrical  fund  dinner, 
in  which  he  actually  boasted  of  an  invitation  to  the  table  of  the  Prince 
of  Waterloo,  and  of  a  nod  from  him  in  the  street !  What  is  the  com¬ 
parative  rarity  or  worth  of  the  talent  of  these  two  men  ?  Society  could 
furnish  at  least  a  hundred  Wellingtons  for  one  Charles  Matthews. 
Military  ability  Is  the  commonest  and  lowest  species  of  talent.  Great 
generals  can  always  be  furnished  to  order,  in  any  number,  and  from  all 
ranks  in  society.  Nor  can  the  art  of  destroying  life  have  any  naliiral  or 
moral  claims  to  superiority  over  the  art  of  diflusing  pleasure.— Fox’s 
Monthly  Repoeitory.

Dicas  r.  Haumer. — This  was  an  action  brought  by  the  notorious  Dicas 
against  the  profirietors  of  the  Weekly  Dispatch  for  a  libel  in  the  nublication  of 
a  report  exmtained  in  that  paper  of  tlic  proceedings  on  the  trial  of  Dicas  v. 
Onwhyn,  the  news  vender,  on  which  occasion  tlie  plaintiff  recovered  one  far¬ 
thing  damages.  Mr  Platt,  for  the  plaintiff,  principally  complained  of  the 
report  of  the  sfieech  of  Sir  John  CanmlM^ll,  then  Solicitor>^eneral. — The  Jury 
returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff — Dam^es,  20^ 

Another  action  was  brought  by  Mr  Dicas  against  the  proprietors  of  the 
same  newspaper  for  a  libel  which  appeared  on  the  30th  of  March,  and  pro* 
fessed  to  be  a  report  of  what  passed  at  a  trial  at  Kingston,  when  the  defend¬ 
ant's  counsel  not  appearing,  the  Jury  gave  Mr  Dicas  a  verdict  for  50L — The 
libel  was  put  in  and  read.  It  spoke  of  the  plaintiff  as  the  well-known  Dicas, 
and  alluded  to  *<his  susceptible  feelings.”  It  then  proceeded  to  «ve  nearly  a 
column  and  a  quarter  of  the  speech  of  the  plaintiff's  counsel. — Jn  this  case 
the  Jury  returned  a  veidict  for  the  defendant.

At  the  Guildford  Assizes,  Moses  Fraser  was  indicted  for  cutting  and 
wounding  John  Cannon,  a  {wlice  constable,  at  Battersea,  on  the  28tli  June 
last.  The  facts  of  the  case  will  be  remembered  by  our  readers :  they  were  sim¬ 
ply  as  follows : — Prosecutor  was  on  duty  at  Battersea,  near  Juer's  market-gar- 
den,  and  discovered  that  somebody  was  there  who  had  no  right  to  be  there. 
Having  entered  the  garden,  the  prisoner  made  a  desjierate  attack  upon  him 
with  a  knife,  and  cut  nim  in  several  places ;  drew  the  knife  across  his  throat, 
but  only  cut  his  collar;  made  several  lunges  at  his  heart,  and  swore  that  he 
would  murder  prosecutor,  or  prosecutor  should  murder  him. — The  jury  found 
him  guilty  of  the  two  last  counts  (there  were  five  in  the  indictment),  namely, 
his  intention  to  prevent  his  lawful  apprehension  for  maliciously  damaging  cer¬ 
tain  plants  growing  in  Juer's  garden,  and  havii^cut  the  prosecutor. 

At  the  Newcastle  Assizes  on  ^turday,  WtUiam  Willis,  aged  22,  was 
charged  with  the  wilful  murder  of  Thomas  Le^  at  Hebburn  Quay,  on  the  23rd 
of  July.  A  number  of  pitmen  and  sailor.*^  with  their  resjiective  friends,  had 
been  to  a  dance  at  a  puulic-house,  and  while  there  it  appeared  there  had  been 
some  disagreement.  Towards  the  close  of  the  evening  deceased  and  some  of

Complainant  resented  this  conduct,  upon  which  be 
was  seized  by  the  defendant,  and  he  was  then  obliged  tp  defend  mm.self  Hav- 
ing  got  away,  complainant  proceeded  with  the  young  female  into  the  Blue 
Posts,  and,  without  bemg  aware  that  the  defendant  was  the  landlord  of  the 
house,  he  proceeded  to  state  the  outrage  which  had  just  been  committed. 
While  speaking,  the  defendant  came  in,  and  having  recognized  him,  he  com¬ 
menced  a  furious  attack,  tearing  his  coat  and  hb  shirt  nearly  off  hb  back. 
This  conduct  was  witnessed  by  above  twenty  persons,  who,  however,  never 
attempted  to  interfere,  except  by  calling  out  shame.”  The  complainant  ad¬ 
ded  that  the  defendant  was  most  notorious  for  his  scandalous  attacks  upon 
females ;  fur  not  one,  from  a  child  of  eight  years  up  to  a  woman  of  sixty, 
could  pass  down  the  mews  but  she  would  exiierience  indecent  insult  from  him. 
— The  defendant,  in  explanation,  said  he  haa  no  recollection  of  having  acted 
improperly  towards  the  female.  What  he  did  to  complainant  was  in  self- 
detence ;  but  he  believed  it  was  under  the  influence^  of  liquor. — Mr  Chambers 
thought  this  a  very  bad  excuse ;  for  it  was  his  opinion,  if  the  licensing  magis¬ 
trates  knew  that  he  could  not  keep  himself  sober,  they  would  perhims,  con¬ 
ceive  he  was  unfit  to  have  the  superintendance  of  a  public-house. — Mr  Ken- 
wick,  a  veterinary  surgeon,  in  Grosvenor  mews,  was  called  on  behalf  of 
the  complainant.
